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National Park Service highlights
federal tax projects in annual
report

The National Park Service annual report highlights the $6.56 billion
investment in 858 completed rehabilitations of historic buildings in
fiscal year 2022.

With over 48,000 completed projects since its enactment in 1976,
the program has leveraged over $122.90 billion in private
investment in the rehabilitation of historic properties—spurring the
rehabilitation of historic structures of every period, size, style, and
type in all 50 states, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the
U.S. Virgin Islands.

The National Park Service approved 11 rehabilitation projects in
Alabama in fiscal year 2022. Historic buildings in Fort Payne,
Birmingham, and Mobile were rehabilitated for use as a rental
house, a school, loft apartments, and offices. The Fernbank
Apartment building in Mobile was constructed in 1927 and
rehabilitated for continued use as apartments. Read more about
this project here.
